Colonel Roosevelt Declares With the

New York, March 20.—Colonel Thee 
dore Roosevelt gave out a statem ent 
in reply to President T aft’s speei ll In 
Boston.

‘‘President Taft is reported as say 
fog ai Boston that the voluntary pri 
m aries—or as he ( alls it, the ‘soap box 
prim aries’—that is, the method adopt 
ed by the jieople as tile only way in 
which to express their wishes when 
their legislators deny them anv othei 
opportunity to do so—is worse than 
nothing. 
"But the president continued to s n 
that he favored a preferential primary 
tor the presidency. I am exceedingly 
glad that the president has taken this 
ground, and if his ram paign m anagers 
will sincerely back him in the prop >• 
aition we will be able to get tile presi 
dential preferential prim aries in M ull­ 
igan. Illinois, Maryland, the District of 
Columbia and New York. 
"On the Hth of March the president's 
secretary. Mr. m iles, wrote Mr. Hale 
a brief note saying that his m essage 
had been received and by direction ot 
Mr 
Taft 
referred to his 
cam paign 
m anager, 
C ongressm an 
McKinley 
(who at the tim e was doing all lie 
could do to defeat a similar measure 
in Illinois!. 
"Nothing 
fu rth er was heard from 
Ute president or his cam paign man 
ager by Mr. H ale or anyone else In 
M assachusetts, as tar as I know, and 
no moral aid. comfort or support w*as 
given by the president or his man 
agers to the men in M assachusetts 
who were m aking a most desperate 
fight to overcom e the effort of Die 
president's supporters in that state ti 
defeat the bill.
